A.  I  v/as  with  the  Iburth  Regir..  it  of  the  T1nited  States  1’arine  Corps  with 
headquarters  r t  Corregid er.  I  as  taken  prisoner  by  the  Japanese  on  the  fall 
of  Bataan  on  9  April  1942  and  remained  a  prisoner  cf  the  Japanese  until 
approximately  15  August  19^5*  _ _ 

During  your  imprisonment  were  you  ever  held  et  the  Yokkitie  prison  camp. 

A.  Yes.  This  ca-’p  was  approx imrtely  2C0  miles  south  of  Tokyo. 

7..  "'ill  you  r  late  the  treatment  at  that  ca~p  with  particular  attention 
to  beatings  and  cruelty. 

A.  I  was  at  this  camp  from  September  19' 4  until  I  v/as  liberated.  At  three 
separate  time3  I  witnessed  prisoners  (five  in  all)  v.ho  v.’ere  strung  upon 
ladders,  hands  tied  tc  upper  rungs  sc  that  their  feet  could  not  touch  the 
ground.  They  were  male  to  remain  in  that  position  from  throe  to  four  hours 
at  a  time  for  several  days.  Sometimes  weights  were  placed  on  their  feet. 

'Then  in  that  position  they  were  beaten  with  3ticks,  belts  and  fists.  Gen¬ 
erally  these  beatings  produced  open  cuts  on  their  bodies  into  which  guards 
threw  salt.  During  this  treatment  the  prisoners  were  given  no  food.  Three 
of  this  /roup  of  five  men  wero  given  this  punishment  for  having  stolen  food 
and  The  other  two  for  trying  to  get  out  o'  the  b-rracks  buiding,  during 
air  raids.  This  punishment  mj  so  severe  that  the  men  begged  the  Japanese 
-uards  to  kill  them.  _ J 

An  interpreter  at  the  camp  named  ‘"ILO  was  principally  responsible  far  this 
and  similar  treatment  -l  the  camp.  He  had  a  regular  crew  of  henchmen  to 
beat  up  prisoners,  '.xong  these  henchmen  "as  "Thr-'e  fingered  Tete,"  "The 
Skull,"  an.'.  "leg  Leg  Jack." 

A  Captain  TH01  -.3CN  of  the  31st  Infantry,  United  States  Army,  has,  I  believe, 
the  complete  list  of  the  Japanese  who  participated  in  t  is  treatment.  Also 
an  Army  Colonel  by  the  name  of  STUBBS  has  some  information. 

I  was  beaten  across  my  face  by  one  of  these  henchmen  by  the  name  of  CINCHO 
(nicknamed  "All  I’an"),  causing  dee"'  gashes  in  my  forehead  and  on  the  top  of 
my  head.  I  am  q-ite  deaf  rad  if  i  didn't  respond  quick  enough  I  was  beaten. 

The  interpreter  KILO  in  order  to  determine  whether  the  prisoners  had  taken 
any  food  and  eaten,  forcibly  made  prisoners  vomit.

I  can  recall  nothing  further  concerning  t'^ese  incidents  which  would  be  of 
value  to  the  ar  Crimea  Office,  and  I  do  not  have  any  other  information, 
favorable  or  unfavorable,  which  I  consider  of  sufficient  importance  to 
report.
